Tas Worxnme Crasses—In France, the 
lower and middie classes, after all, the heart of 
a nation; for the richer, If not higher class, 
have s monstrous family resemblance with each 
other all over the world—are not discouraged 
by feeling that for them there is nothing buat 
toil, toil, or That a relaxation from labor is 
their only recreation. These classes heve 
plessures of their own, so that they are got 
mortified when they can afford them, by being 
brought in contact with the supercitions and 
refined parrenn (in all coantries merciless and 
ruthless), who can sneer at their awkwardness, 
or langh at the discrepancies of their costume. 
The working classes, however rich, woeld 
never assume any other dress than their here 
ditary costume; and neighbors and friends 
shake their heads, and honest young mechanics 
turn away from « girl who wears mantillas and 
dons a silk bonnet. “ Elle porte chapeas,”’ 
means almost a dereliction from virtue.

TO COMPUTE THE DAY 
OF THE MONTH. 


Ma. Eprron ;—Permit me to recommend, 
through your paper, to its readers, the fol- 
lowing method of computing the day of the 


dren learn it with great facility, and with 
® few minutes instruction become apt in its 
applicalion. 

We associate with the name of each month 
« nick-game, similar in sound to the name of 
the month with which it is associated, so that 
when the one is named, it suggests to the 
mind the other, as James suggests Jim, John 
Jack, and vice versa. The following are the 
wick-names for the several month= in their 
order—Anvuary, Debruary, Darch, Gapril, Bay, 
Eune, Guly, Caugest, Feptember, Actobder, 
Devember, Fecember. By a little effort these 
may be memorized, and made as familiar as 
the others. Those months whose nick-names 
begin with the letter A, come in on Monday. 
Those beginning with B, on Tuesday. Those 
with C, on Wednesday. Those with D, on 
Tharsdar. With E, Fridsy. With F, Se 
turday. With G, Sunday. The Ist, @th, 
lth, 22nd, avd 20th day of every month, is 
always the same day of the week. 

To fied what day of the week the last day 
of September, 1555, is—the name September 
suggests its nick-name, Feptember, which, 
beginning with the letter F, will come in 
on Saturday, which is the Ist, Sth, 15th, 
29th, and Sunday will be the 
30th, or last day. 

The above applies to the year 1855, and 
were there but thirty days in December, ani 
siways bat twenty-cight in February, it woukt 
be invariably true of every year; that is, the 
New-Year would always come in on Mon- 
day, and the initials of the above nick- 
names would always indicate the same day 
of the week. But the thirty-first day being 
aided to December, making one day more 
than fifty-two even weeks, New-Year 
will come on the day of the week following 
the proceeding New-Year’s day—oonsequent 
ly, the letter A, next year, will indicate 
Tresday; B, Wednesday; C, Thursday, and 
so on. When a 20th day is added to Feb- 
Tuary (which ecours every fourth or 
year) a similar change in the indication takes 
piace. 

Whenever, therefore, the Sist day of De 
cember and the 29th day of February occur 
the imitials of the nick-names change their 
indications to the day of the week follow 
tng the one which they respectively indica- 
ted before. For imetanmce, the letter A, du- 
mag the year 1565, indicates Monday, till af 
ter the Sit day of December. It will then 
indicate Tuesday, till after the 29th day of 
February, 1556, (being leap year.) It will 
then indicate Wednesday, till after the Jist 
day of December following, and

THE PRODUCTION OF GOLD. 

One of the leading journals of Austratia says 
that it is “an undoubted fact, that for a con- 
siderable period there has been a steady de- 
crease in the production of gold.”” It esti- 
mates the total production ep to this year in 
that region, as follows: Augnat, 1851, to Dec., 
1852, 3.538,427 ounces; during the year 1863, 
5,198,057 ounces; during 1854, 3,022,596 
ounces; making a total of 9,764,077 ounces, 
which at £4 per ounce, would be worth £38,- 
016,308, or, taking the dollar at four shillings, 
$195,081 540 

In California also the production appears to 
be decreasing—thongh how much of this de. 
crease is only apparent, resulting from the un- 
usual dryness of the winter, and the recent 
failures of banking houses, we are unable to 
say. The remittances so far this year, ere 
probably not more than half the amount re- 
ceived during the same period last year. While

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TBE RUSSIAN PEASANTRY. 

Cotensal as the power of Raseta may be cop 
sidered, it has within its ample bo-om all the 
elements of weaknes:. It har no cor popeli. 
and ther: fore is deficient in the most charse- 
teristic featare m national greatness. 

This will be apparent, when it is taken into 
consideration that, with a few exceptions, the 
peasants of Russia are aii slaves. They form 
two elesser—_peasants of the crown, and pee- 
sents belonging te individuals. The Emperor 
Nicholas has deme mach to lessen the evils of 
ibe former, and to render their manumirsios, 
a> well as that of the latter chase, more practi- 
cable. Yet the condition of beth is still degre 
ding apd Geploratic. Tt ts an ulcer on the 
heart of the Empire. And to understand K us- 
st correctly, so that she may be lene feared, 
Uns testitetion ought always te be beld up to 
tbe abberreace of more civilized countries. 

At ts calewlated thet about a sixth part of the 
peavantry belong to the crown. Peasants be- 
longing to individuals, are their property, a» 
mach as the cattle on their estates. The rent 
paid by the crown peasants is @ued; that paid 
by private peasants is regulated by their means 
of getting money—cr, in other words, isn tax 
on their industry. There is no lew to restrain 
the demands of the master—their time and 
laber are absolutely at his command. Some 
of the nobility send their slaves to St. Peters 
berg er Meecow, te be instructed in various 
trades ; and then cither employ them on their 
own estates, hire them out, sell to them per- 
mission to exercise their trade, or dispose of 
them at an advanced price. Some of the Rus- 
sian pobles have 70,000 of 100,008 peasante— 
and frem this fact, as may well be sepposed, 
their wealth is immense, in whatever manner 
the labor of these slaves is employed. Women 
aed childres, as well as men, must labor for 
their master, for such pay as his caprice or 
means may dispose or emable bim to give — 
‘Tethes are besntes demanded out of whatever 
feay remain in their hend«. As soon as 5 
child reaches the age of ten, its labor ts reqei 
red. and when he reaches fifteen, each mete 
os obliged by law to labor three days in a week 
for bis master. If the proprictor chooses te 
emplos bem on the other days. he may—as, for 
example, in a manufactory ; in this case, how 
ever, be finds bie in food and clothing. I» 
general, the master, instead of exacting the 
labor of a slave for the stated portion of the 
week, agrees to recerve rent; and he is bound 
te furnish bim with a house and « certain 
portion of land. The aged and infirm are pro- 
vided with food, raiment, and lodging at hie 
e1pense 

The waster has the power of correcting his 
slaves by blows or imprisonment; but the law 
— is sech « country easily evaded— forbids the 
exerese of any great crucity. No slave can 
quit his vtltege, or—if he be a domestic 
~—his master’s family, withont « passport. be 
with hard labor, is the punish 
A marter may send 
his slave into the public workhouse, er imte 
the army,—in the latter case, he seads one 
men the less the pext levy. No steve can be 
sold oat of Rarsta, sor rp it, except to a nable 
—but this law is frequently evaded. A slave 
mey obtein his hiberty by manemission, by 
purchase, or by serving im the army of navy. 

Viewed in every relation, the state of the 
Kussian peerantry is the lowest in the scale 
of polities! degradation 
solatery te refirct that, injurious as it may be 
te the higher feelngs of cur satere, if is pot 
aggrevated by poverty.

Smoke does not, as ts popularly supposed, 
secend a chimacy because st is lighter than 
ait. Dr. Franklin demonstrated, a century 
age, that smoke is really heavier than air. But 
the murky cloud of gases, acids and vapor, 
which is called smoke, rises in the chimney, 
because mixed with the rarefied air which is 
secending through the same channel. When 
there is no fire, the draught of the chimney is 
either smail, cr wapting altogether. Hence it 
is that even good chimneys, if they have been 
long disused, often smoke for the first five or 
ten minutes after a fire has been kindled, be- 
cance until the air in the chimney becomes 
rarefied, there is nothing to draw the smoke 
upwards. It follows from this view of the ori- 
gia of the draught in the chimney, that if there 
ean insuficiem supply of air, as happens when 
all the doors of a room are closed avd the win- 
| dows iisted, that the chimacy will smoke, be- 

cause there being an insufficient supply of air 
| to the fire, the coals only »smoulder, there is no 
| air to be rarefied, the emake camgot ascend, and 
js the occupants of the apartment suffer. 
| Tt te necessary, therefore, if we would not 

have emake to annoy us, te provide plenty of 
fresh air for the fire, as it is to provide « chim- 
jney. Dr. Franklin found, by experiment, thet 
| an open fire, in a re0m of ordinary size, requl- 
| red as much air as could be admitted through 
| # hole in the wall six inches squsre. But such 
| a hole, or even leaving a door open, produces 
adraft, and such a draft gives persons cold 
| who sit im it. As far back as « century anda

BIRDS AND INSECTS. 





Wilson Flagg, in « late number of Hovey's 
Magazine, makes five classes of insects, and as 
many of birds, acting as natural checks upon 
the increase of inacets 

The swailows are the natural enemies of the 
swarming insects, living almost eatirely upon 
them, teking their food upon the wing. The 
common martin devours great quantities of 
wasps, bectles and goldsmiths. A single bird 
will devour five thousand butterflies in a week 
The moral of this is, that the husbandman 
should cultivate the society of swallows and 
martins about his land end ont- buildings 

The sparro’ and wrens feed upon the 
crawling insects ahich lurk within the buds, 
foliage, aed Gowers of plants. The wrens arc 
pugeacious, and « little box Ina cherry tree 
will soon be appropriated by them, and they 
will drive away ether birds that feed upon the 
fruit, a thet that cherry grovers should remem- 
ber this spring and act apon 

The thrushes, blac-birds 
prey wpon butterflies, grassioppers, crickets, 
locusts, and the larger beetles. A single fa 
mily of jays willgonsume 20,000 of these ina 
season of three mouth 

The woodpeckers are armed with a stout 
long bill, to penetrate the wee of trees, where 
the borers deposit their larve. They live al 
most eatirely upon these worma 

For the insects which come abrowl only du- 
ring the sight, natare has provided a check in 
the nocturnal! birds, of the whippoorwill tribe 
and the little barn owl, which take their food 
upon the wing. 

How wonderful is this provision of Provi- 
dence for the restraint of the depredators that 
live upon the labors of man; aad how earefel 
should we be not to dispute that beneficial 
law of compensation by which al! things are 
preserved in their jast relations and proper- 
trons.—.fmericam Sgriceltariat.
